The Standard Oi! Co, have not had 
such reverses. Forty-five years 
avo, Mr. John D. Rockefeller realized 
the great possibilities that lay in oil. | 
formed a syndicate, and proceeded to 
buy up every rival syndicate. He of- 
ten paid absurdly high prices to his 
rivals in order to gain absolute con. 
trol, If they refused to sell, he either 
retailed oil in their districts at a loss, 
or else netually gave it away, until 
they were forced, through lack of busi- | 
ness, to admit themselves beaten. 

A particulerly interesting trade way 
was that fought recently between 
the Kovlish ond American tobaceon- 
ists. The American Tobacco Co, was | 
one of tue most formidable syndicates 
that ever threatened our chalky cliff- 

It was an amalgamation of tive sep- 
companies, which, previousls 
had tried to eut each other's throats 
in their own country. They had plac 
ed wonderful “Surprise Packets” and 
other advertising dodges upon the 
market. They had blazoned the walls 
With enormous posters. One company 
had spent $1.500.000 annually in ad 

vertising ita principal feature, “Battle 
Axe Plag,” the price of whieh under 
went tremendous reductions, For the 
sinall price of fivepence, the Ame sriean 
elastic-jawed chewer could buy a plus 


of “Buttle Axe’ three inches broad 
over half-ean-inch thick, und afoot 
long. 


But when these old rivals bande! 
together, and invaded England under 
the banner of The American Tobnecs 
,Co., they found themselves absolutely 
outclassed, By offering a bonus of 
$1,000,060 a year for four years to all 
the English retailers whe would sup 


ply their ciearettes, and nehody else's 
at a certain low figure, they hoped 
to get the entire monopoly of the te 
baceo custom in England, Before 


had spread too far 
le wever, the English tobnceontst< | 
joined forees, and formed them-elves 
into The Imperial Tobacco Co, The 
Anerieans, instead of dealing with # 
host of small, independent merelant- 
found themselves face to fnee with a 
solid organization representing almest 
the entire tobaeco interest of the Brit. 
ish Isles. So they packed up their 
cheap cigarettes, and took the next 
boat home 

But the matter did not end there 
The tobaceonists who had been prom. 
jaed their big bonuses, and who had 
received only one half year’s payment 
suee the American Company for the 
lLalanee At the first the Amertenns 
resused to pay, arguing that, as their 
company had been liquidated, their 
linbilities hud also ceased to exist. A 
was decided against them 
and they wished more than 
they had left the English 
alone.—London Answers, |

“THE NEXT CENSUS. 


The Counting ef 1811 Will Cover 
/ Wide Field. 


The next census of Canada will be 
token under date of June 1, 1911, and 


_will embrace the subjects of popula: | 


‘tion, mortality, agriculture, manu: 
ifactures, minerals, fisheries and 
‘dairy products. 

Population will be recorded under 
the heads of residence and personal 
‘description, citizenship, nationality 
and religion; profession, occupation 


,and trade or means of living; wave. | 
education | 


‘earnings and insurance; 
and language spoken, and infirmities. 

Every person living on Ist June 
will be entered on the schedule of 
population by name, as member of a 
family, institution or household, to- 
gether with place of habitation, sex, 
relationship to head of family of 
household, and whether single. mar- 
ried, widowed, divorced or legally 
separated. The month of birth. yeur 
of birth and age at last birthday will 
also be recorded. 

Entries will be made for each per- 
son to show the country or place of 
birth, year of immigration to Canada, 
if born elsewhere, year of naturaliza- 
tion if formerly an alien, and also 
racial or tribal origin, nationality 
,and religion. Every person of alien 
birth who has become a naturalized 
citizen is a Canadian by nationality; 
und every British subject with resi- 
dence in Canada, as well as every 
native of Canada who has acquired 
citizenship by birth or naturalization, 
is also a Canadian by nationality. 
| But there is no Canadian by racial or 


| tribul origin, unless the Indians are | 


so counted, 

Every person having an occupation 
or trade will be entered for it, but if 
employed in the census year at some 
other occupation for part or whole 
time he will be so recorded also. If 
the person is working on own ac- 
count, the entry will be so made. An 

,entry is also required to be made 
‘showing where the person is employ- 
ed, us farm, in woolen mill, at foundry 
shop, in drug store, etc. 

Wave earners are entered to show 
the number of weeks employed in 
M0 at chief occupation or trade; nt 
other than chief occupation if any; 


the hours of working time per week | 
at chief occupation, or at other oc- | 


cupation, if any; the total earnings 
in 1910 at chief necupation; the total 
earnings at other than chief occupa- 
tion; and the rate per hour when em- 
ployed by the hour. 

Entries are required to be made for 
each person showing the amount of 
insurance held at date of the census 
upon life, as well as against acci- 
dent or sickness, together with. the 
cost of such insurance in the census 
year. 

Under the heading of education and 


language, records will be taken for | 


every perene of five years of age and 
over showing the number of months 
at school in 1910, and if the person 
can read and write, and the language 
commonly spoken by each person, 
The cost of education in 1910 for per- 
sons over 16 years of age at college, 
FOpyens or university is also called 
or 

The last question on the sehedule 
of ponulation relates to infirmities 
It calls for a record of each person 
having an infirmity. If blind, deaf 
and dumb, crazy or lunatic, idiotic or 
silly, a record thereof will be made in 
the proper column, and the ave at 
which the infirmity appeared is re- 
quired to be specified.
